their institutions. I immediately repaired to 
the place and found there a poor, sick, Amer- 
ican sailor. I must confess, IL was rather sur- 
prised at being called upon to acknowledge my 
countryman under such disparaging eireum- 
stances ; nevertheless, I made hasty provision 
for his being sent to the United States. Hav- 
ing secured him a comfortable passage, and 
discharged my duty concerning him, I could 
not but contrast the iustitutions in my own fa-. 
vored land, with those of England. Tbrong- 
ed as they are with foreigners from every clime, 
teeming with England’s poor; and still they 
come, andI say let them come. We have 
surplus money enough, ana it cannot be better 
used than befriending the sick. the stranger. the 
outcast that comes on our shores. And I must 
say, if I ever felt an honest pride in my life, it 
was when I relieved the British Empire of the 
on'y & merican subject dependent upon ber!“

erecting a new Depository, on Montgomery 
street beyond Sutter. The building will con- 
sist of two stories and a basement. The first 
story for the present, will be let for a store, the 
upper story will be used for a Depository and 
family residence.

He was usually in his place at the house of God 
every Sabbath ; and yet, were we asked the 
difference between our friend and many a re- 
spectable man of the world, we could only say,

San Francisco Temperance Society. 

A large number of gentlemen met in the 
room of the Police Court, last evening, with 
the view of organizing a Temperance Society. 
Gen. John Wilson was called to the Chair, and 
Israel S. Diehl was chosen Secretary. 

After some discussion as to the objects of 
the meeting, Professor Bannister offered the 
following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the public union of all Tem- 
perance men on the simple principle of total 
abstinence from all intoxicating drinks, is in- 
dispensable to the largest success of the Tem- 
perance cause in our State. 

A pledge adopted by the State Temperance 
Society, to the effect that those signing it, 
pledge themselves not to use, buy or sell, any 
intoxicating drinks, was then introduced, and 
after being read and discussed, was jsigned by 
most of those present. 

A resolution was offered and unanimously 
adopted, as follows : 

Resolved, That we whose names have this 
night been pledged to total abstinence from 
the use of intoxicating liquors, do constitute 
ourselves an organization to be called The 
San Francisco ‘Temperance Society,” auxiliary 
to the State Society, for the promotion of tem- 
perance and sobriety in all classes, and for the 
suppression of the common use of alcoholic 
drinks in this City and State. 

The Secretary read the following from the 
City Tract Society. 

Whereas, The vice of Intemperance, with 
its train of attendant evils, — to such an 
extent among us as should fill with alarm every 
lover of his race or country; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the — Tract Society hails 
with joy the effort to es ablish a City Temper- 
auce Society, and promise our hearty co-opera- 
tion in the same. 

Resolved, That we recognize it to be the im- 
perative duty of every Christian citizen, man 
or woman, in our midst, to do all they can to 
stay the progress of the devastating flood which 
is rolling down our streets. Passed unanim- 
ously. 

After some eloquent addresses from gentle- 
men present, the following resolution was in- 
troduced, and unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we recommend to the friends 
of temperance to use all the influence in their 

wer to discourage the practice in families of 
offering intoxicating drinks to their guests on 
New Year's Day. 

On motion of Dr. Gibbons, it was 


Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to 
send a copy of the foregoing resolution to each 
of the papers, and to every pastor of a reli- 

ious society in the city, with a request that 
it be laid before the public. 


We have seldom seen so much real earnest- 
ness as was exhibited at this meeting; the 
speakers, among which were Dr. H. Gibbons, 
Prof. Bannister, Rev. E. Lacy, Mr. Burbank, 
Rev. N. P. Heath, Messrs. Blood, Banker, 
Ross, Dr. Thurston and others, spoke with a 
zeal and devotion that showed how much im- 
portance they attached to the subject. Dr. 
Gibbous did not hesitate to call things by their 
right names, and to fix the culpability of their 
acts on those who, in his opinion, were most 
guilty in causing the flow of intemperance in 
this State. It was indeed an interesting meet- 
ing, and if followed up by earnest, untiring ac- 
tion, will be the commencement of much good. 
We trust those present last evening will bring 
others to the uext meeting, which promises to 
be still more interesting than this first effort in 
the cause. 

The following were elected a Committee to 
draft a Constitution, and report names for per- 
manent officers of the Society :

Early Newspapers in America. 


In the State Paper Office, at London, there 
is a copy (perhaps the only one extant) of a 
folio newspaper sheet, printed at Boston, and 
bearing the date of September 25th, 1690. 
This little herald of knowledge created alarm 
among the powers that were, and its publica- 
tion was interdicted and suspended. 

Nearly fourteen years later—upon the 20th 
of April, 1704, the News Letter was publish- 
ed, and the period of its continuance exceeded 
the respectable age of “ three score and ten.” 
For fifteen years the News Letter was 

“ Without a rival near the throne,” 


when, all at once, two other journals sprang up 
to challenge the favor and patronage of the 
reading public. ‘These were the Gazette, at 
Boston, and the American Mercury, at Phila- 
delphia, which were so nearly twins in birth, 
that they bear dates of two consecutive days 
in the year 1719. 

In 1721, James Franklin commenced the 
publication of the Courant, the rivalry be- 
tween which print and the News Letter gave 
an impulse and new vitality to the latter, and 
increased the public interest in ne per lit- 
eratare. The News Letter was loyal to the 
mother country, to the close of its existence, 
with the termination of the siege of Boston, in 
1776. The Courant attacked the Government 
and its officers, and its lampoons were fre- 
quently severe and even bitter. In less than 
six months James Franklin was forbidden b 
the council to publish it, an order with whi 
he complied, though the paper continued, with 
the —_ = — Franklin, r mem- 
orable in the an typography. It ceased 
altogether in 1727. 

It was not until the year 1725, twenty-one 
years after the first date of the News Letter, 
es when — three that the 

newspaper its appearance in New 
York, where now the pte exceed in num; 
ber and extent of circulation those of any city 
upon this continent. In 1731 the newspaper 
pushed its way south as far as Charleston, 
which had its e, the sixth regular jour- 
nal in the United States, and just in advance 
ol the first Rhode Island news Virginia 
followed, with the Willi g Gazette, in 
1736, and at the time of the Revolution, the 


number of colonial newspapers to 
thirty-five. 


Ancestral Worship in China. 


The fears of mankind have been seized upon 
by our arch enemy and wrought into an hun- 
dred curious mythological systems. But the 
scheme of pointes the pureat natural sen- 
timent of the heart, filial piety, is almost pecu- 
liar to China. There Satan, as if foiled in impos- 
ing darker for ms of idolatry upon the common 
sense of its people, has woven this hallowed 
emotion into ove the most permanent and least 
objectionable of all. 

A Chinese scholar, if asked the number of 
religious sects prevailing among his country- 
men, usually answers that are there three, the 
Confucian, the ‘l'auist, and the Buddhist. The 
last two employ images, liturgies, and monastic 
systems ; and they have many features in com- 
mon. The first is more ancient and more sim- 
ple, and its professed votaries are the more 
intelligent and elevated classes. But while 
the common peop'e are the chief supporters of 
Buddhism and Tauism, they too are most 
deeply attached to the native Confucianism. 
And especially are they zealous in their devo- 
tion to the worship of the spirits of deceased 
progenitors and kindred, whose rites are most 
nearly allied to this system. Iddls have lately 


hey | been introduced to California, but the Chinese 


— — have from the first presented the r 
vernal and autumnal offerings at the tombs of 
those relatives and friends who bave been so 
unfortunate as to lay their bodies beneath the 
clay far removed from the beloved hills 
where the ghosts of their forefathers wander. 

The worship of ancestors is both private 
and public. Each household pays certain 
daily acts of special devotion before the tablets 
of its own immediate deceased nts and 
grandparents, which are arranged in a room of 
the house, or an edifice of the enclosure, set 
apart for that use. The public ceremonies are 
performed in the spring, and perhaps also in 
the fall. Each family then repairs the tombs 
of its own dead and makes offerings to their 
—— ; while families of the same surname or 
clan meet at the great temple for common wor- 
ship, for festivity, and for the discussion of 
business. 

THE PRIVATE WORSHIP. 


The private worship consists of the daily 
burning of incense and sacrificial paper and the 
occasional presentation of fraits, cakes, or meat 
before the tablets, which are arranged ac- 
according to the seniority of the dead whose 
names they bear. The memory and the ex- 
ample of those who have quitted earth are thas 
kept fresh, and endeared to their posterity. 
At the close of harvest the first fruits are pre- 
sented here by the husbandman. Those that 
nurse the silkworm lay here the first skeins of 
their silvery preduce. The trembling young 
bride on her arrival at the house of her fatare 
husband is met by him and conducted to this 
sacred spot, where they kneel and worship, and 
so consummate their engagement, as it were 
beneath the approbation of the spirits of the 
dead, 5 to be present. The young stu- 
dent, in his promotions to honor, first acknowl- 
edges his success by bowing before these tab- 
lets, surrounded by his rejoicing relatives and 
friends. This is a worship commanded, hon- 
ored, and formed by all the sages of his 
country. It is said of Confucius, that “ when 
he the accustomed offering to the dead, 
he did it with great affection. To raise his 
warmth the more he imagined that he saw them 
and heard them speak; and because they had 
been long dead he often called them to mind.” 
One of the maxims of Confucius is, “ the dead 
must be honored as it still alive.” 


ANCESTRAL TABLETS. 


The tablet, or shin-chu, is supposed to be 
the seat where une of the three or more spirits 
of a man abides after his death. It 1 there- 
fore regarded with peculiar veneration and be- 
comes an object of regular religious worship. 
This article is formed of a piece of flat, un- 
painted board, about three inches in height 
and nine broad, set by a moveable tenon into 
a carved block of the same wood some four 
inches square. A superstitious value is added 
to the tablet if the wood be so cut that the 
grain, like the shades in mahogany, shall rep- 
resent a range of “hills” rising one above 
another, like those among which the disem- 
bodied spirits roam. This piece of wood 
proves on examination to consist of two pieces, 
a front and back. The principal inscription, 
down the centre of the face, may be thus freely 
translated : 

“The seat of the spirit of the illustrious 
and honorable father Wang, whose sacred name 
— Tah-pang ; deceased during the Tsing Dy- 


The “sacred name“ is one which differs 
from the infant, the adult, the official, or any 
of the other names which are commonly con- 
ferred on individuals, in being used during life 
only in religious solemnities, and in being the 
one which is inscribed on the tablet after their 
death. There is a superstition connected with 
the writing of the word “ seat,” which, in the 
Chinese arrangement of the inscription, comes 
at the bottom of the sentence. ‘The character 
is formed by three horizontal strokes, with a 
perpendicular bar, not unlike a hieroglyphic 
figure of something to sit upon. But it is not 
complete till a dot is perched upon the top. 
This the family leave unwritten till a request 
can be preferred to some friend, of as high a 
station in society as possible, to some and add 
the final touch. And this must be in red ink 
though the inscription is in black. ‘There is a 
resemblance in this ceremony to that of dotticg 
the eye of a new-worshipped idol with blood, 
at its dedication, as a symbol of the entrance 
of the imaginary deity. 

Notwithstanding the contempt for their sex, 
tablets are also set up for the spirits of female 
relatives, which resemble in appearance those 
for males. 

A moveable back-piece in the tablet is de- 
signed for the purpose of enclosing a second 
inscription, recording the precise hour of the 
birth and of the death of the individual ; which 
are preserved as the basis of astrological cal- 
culations affecting the welfare of succeeding 
generations. ‘I'he tablets of the most honored 
personages are set within wooden shrines of 
proper size, whose doors are carved into an 
open lattice or filagree work.

There are no cemeteries. The places for in- 
terment are selected by a class of diviners 
called fung shwu: sien sang,“ wind and water 
doctors ;” the result of w augury is sup- 
posed to have great influence upon the subse- 
quent prosperity of the family. In many pri- 
vate residences there are bodies that have been 
for years awaiting interment. The tombs, in 
which they are at last permitted to find repose, 
whiten the barren, burnt-looking hills of sand- 
stone, without any order. The coffin is then 
thrust into a horizontal vault, which is closed 
with a black marble slab, inscribed with the 
name, titles, acd date of death of the occu- 
pant. A low stone wing extends forward on 
either side, to enclose a semi-circular area, 
which is paved with stones, and chunam, within 
which one sometimes beholds erected a pair 
of stone columns, like obelisks, entwined with 
figures cut in bold relief. The various angles 
are possibly surmounted with stone lions, 
crouching. The poor are interred in graves 
with, perhaps, no other memorial than what 
abides in the affections of those thgy leave. 

ANNUAL WORSHIP. 

It is to these lonely tombs and graves among 

the hills that, at certain seasons of the year, 


paper, which transmits its value thus to the un- 

seen world for the use of the dead, burns the 

prayer, holding it up with both hands towards 

the sky, and with his family around him, pros- 

trates himself, and altogether bow their heads 

nine times tothe ground. ‘The ceremony be 
ing concluded, they depart, leaving a number 
of strips of red — ellow tLe size of 
bank · notes, attached by a clod upon one end, to 
flatter as an eviderce that the grave is still an 
object of care. But see! a company in figured 
and gay silks, wearing the comical summer cap 
surmounted by colored buttons of precious 
stone, approaches an imposing monument. A 
train of coolies bear trays containing roasted 
swine and fowls, numerous fruits and vegetables, 
pyramids of painted cakes and confectionary, 
and vessels of wine. They examine and re- 
pair the tomb, sweep the area in front, ar- 
. it the offerings, cast the wine up in- 
to air with eups, perform necessary 
genuflections, burning the gilt paper, in- 
cense and prayer, and at length slowly retire. 
The provisions carried back suffice for a feast, 
or are bestowed upon the poor. 

But there are of course multitudes in China 
entirely negligent of these and indeed of all 
other religious rites, just as are some men in 
Christian lands of those they owe to God. 
Some of these however, keep up the form of their 
supposed duty by proxy. Several families 
Unite to employ a person to go out and make 
the necessary repairs and offer the worship. 
This man perhaps presents the same offerings 
at several tombs successively, so that we would 
imagine the spirits of the last served must find 
left in the viands but scant nourishment. 


ANCESTRAL TEMPLES. 


In walking through a Chinese city or vil- 
lage an edifice of a peculiar construction meets 
the eye. Resembling a temple, it is yet kept 
cl , except upon certain occasions. With- 
in its spacious walls no images are seen. Ob- 
taining access, one finds a large vacant hall, 
occupying the building first entered. Passing 
that, we enter a second, and mount a few steps 
toa more elevated floor. The pillars, the 
beams, the rows of chairs which surround the 
sides of this chief hall, may be of a black and 
costly wood, richly and deeply carved. The 
walls are covered with moral inscriptions. 
Little else in it attracts the eye save, at the 
farther extremity, a great framework of the 
same wood. The front is open, covered above 
and around with the most elaborate carving 
and gilding. Within are seen arranged a 
number of small cabinets, each enclosing one 
or two of the ancestral tablets already de- 
scribed. In front is an altar, also of wood, on 
which there may be outspread an oblation 
of fresh flowers and fruits, or set a few sticks 
of smoking incense. Such as this was at the 
time I visited it, the ancestral temple of the 
clan or family named Yeung, who inhabit the 
pretty village of Peh-shan, near Macao. 


ANNUAL FESTIVAL OF THE CLANS. 


The Prh-kia-sing, or “ Catalogue of fami- 
lies,” fornishes a list of about four hundred 
and fifty clans in the Empire. Many of these 
trace their genealogies down to ages before the 
Christian era ; branches of them occupy 
towns, or unite with other clans in forming 

rtions of towns, in almost every province. 

“bese clans maintain a strict organization. A 
great annual festival is held by the members of 
each great family residing within a certain 
district. This is to the Chinese the most in- 
teresting celebration of the year. And, could 
we but divest it of the idolatrous excrescences, 
it would be ackvowledged as something truly 
beautiful and laudible. It is held in the 
sunny months of Spring, or when Autumn has 
crowned the labors of the year with her fruits. 
Then kindreds gather at their temples, to 
a united tribute of respect to the venerable, 
the virtuous, the beloved, that “ have gone to 
rove among the demi-gods.” It is an occasion 
which refreshes somo of the best emotions of 
human nature, when all share in the accom- 
panying festivities and mutual congratulations, 
and when the poorer brethren come forward 
to receive some fraternal gift. The festival 
affords an opportunity for consulting together 
as to their mutual interests, and for defence 
against the exactions of the Mandarins, or 
against the rivalry, knavery, or violence of 
other parties. And this last, the union of 
strength for matual protection is, I am inclined 
to think, one of the strongest bonds of clan- 
ship among the Chinese, 


At the appointed day the men of the clan 
meet at an early hour at the Tez- tung, or an- 
cestral hall, all smiling, and clad in their best 
and brightest apparel. Sacrifices have been 
prepared: pork, mutton, roast fowls, all kinds 
of fruit vegetables then in season, pyramids 
of white, yellow and purple cakes, confection- 
ary in various forms, and spirits, of which there 
are many kinds,made by steeping fruits or spices 
in the liquor distilled from rice. Nor are the 
external wants of the deceased unprovided for. 
We see rolls of white silk, for garments, gilt 
and silvered paper for money, and perhaps the 
representations of some of the more common 
articles of use, formed of paper. Officers are 
appointed to perform the ceremonies of the 
day. The eldest or most important personage 
of the day is selected to act the of chu- 
tsai or “priest,” on behalf of his kiosmen, and 
to present the sacrifices. There are also assis- 
tant priests, and a master of ceremonies with as 
sistants. The procession sets off in order; the 
sacrificial offerings borne on the shoulders of 
coolies, some icons wooden trays, some in 
highly ornamented hand — covered and 
git. They are accompanied by painted lan- 
terns and embroidered banners, and with a thun- 
dering noise, by bands of music, gongs and 
drums, and by discharges of firecrackers. 

When the procession has at length reached 
the hills, they halt. ‘The sacrifices are then ar- 
ranged about the tomb, and the people ate as- 
signed their appropriate places. ‘he priest is 
in a central p fronting the grave. The 
master of ceremonies calls aloud each act to be 
performed. At first, the soft notes of the 
smaller instruments of music alone are heard. 
At the word of command, all kneel, and the 
priest then places three sticks of burning in- 
cense in censers before the tomb. All rise up, 
fall prostrate, and thrice bow their heads to 
the ground. Thrice they prostrate themselves 
and at each time thrice touch their foreheads 
tothe sward. This is counted the highest act 
of adoration to any beiog, human or divine. 
Next, the prayer is read. The form is but a 


few lines in length. It begins with the date, 
and proceeds thus: “Hien-fung, (emperor)

And 
now the whole ceremony is eoncluded with the 
farious banging and blowing of all their noisy 
instruments „and with the deafening 
roar of coun fire-crackers and rockets,

which the enemy of God led men downward in 
that course of idolutrous degradation which 
exhibits its last degrees in the bestialities of 
Babylon, or of modern India. ‘The sophistries 
and untruths of the Jesuits sufficed for their 
superiors atd for their patrons, the potentates 
of ido!atrous Romanism, in the former days of 
ignorance concerning this Empire, but cannot 
suffice for enlightened Protestants. Whatcan 
apologize for that treachery to truth and re- 
ligion which yielded to such reasons?

In 1853, when the son, of the writer of this 
article, was five years old, his mother took 
him down with his brother and sister, to see 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin,” played, at Barnum’s 
Museum New York. 

On returning home, a lady acquaintance 
met them on the street and said. Well Ar- 
thur, how did you like the play?“ Oh, said 
be, I liked the play well enough, but I should 
think that Uncle Tom ought to be ashamed 
of himself, to go up to see God with that old 
red shirt on.” 


Do you know ? 

I have often been surprised, when talking 
with little boys, to find them so ignorant of 
many things which they ought to have known 
as welk as their own names.

He could not 
tell me whether the sun rose in the east or the 
west, and was equally ignorant whether his 
jacket was made of hemp, flax, or wool.| There 
are things — more important ſor him to 
know than these, but he should make himself 
better acquainted with things of this nature. 

Every boy ought to know that he has five 
senses—seeing, hearing, smelling, feeling, and 
tasting : that the year has four seasons—spring, 
summer, autumn, and winter; that the ea 
turns round, and travels round the sun; that 
the world is composed of land and water, and 
divided into four parts Europe, Asia, Africa, 
and America; that there are r cardioal 
points—east, west, north, and south ; that gold, 
silver, and other metals, and coal, are dug ont 
of theearth ; diamonds are found on the land, 
and pearls found in the sea. 

The boy must be ignorant indeed who does 
not know that bread is made of the flour of 
wheat, butter from cream, and cheese from 
milk ; that when flour is mingled with yeast it 
makes leavened, or light bread, and that when 
no yeast is used the b is heavy, or un- 
leavened. The passover cakes of the Jews, 
the biscuits eaten by sailors, and the barley- 
breed of Scotland, are all unleavened. A bo 
ought at an early age to be acquainied wi 
such things as are in common use ; but I have 
frequently found it necessary to explain to 
young people that sugar is made from the juice 
of the sugar-cane, which grows in the Indies ; 
that tea is the dried leaves of a shrub which 
grows in China, about the size of a currant 
bush ; that coffee is the berry of a bush grow- 
ing in Arabia and the West Indies ; and that 
chocolate is manufactured from the secds of the 
cocao, a plant of South; America. Many boys 
know very well that 2 and beer are made 
with t and hops, cider from apples, and 
from pears, who do not know that bran- 
dy is distilled from wine, and rum from the 
juice of the sugar- cane, but that the liquors 
sold as spirite, and especially what is called 
gin, are usually made from malt, not unfre- 
quently mixed with turpentine, and sometimes 
with other vile and dangerous ingredients. 
And they have been equally ignorant that 
oranges, citrons, and lemons, grow in Spain 
and the Western Islands, and spices in the East 
Indies and other parts; that pepper and cloves 
are fruits of shrubs, nutmegs the kernels of a 
fruit something like a peach, cinnamon the 
bark of a tree, and ginger and rhubarb the 
roots of plants. 

A great deal of this kind of knowledge may 
be obtained in a little time by young people, 
if they keep their eyes and their cars open, 
and now and then ask a question of those who 
are wiser than themselves.

As the season of lectures has come again, it 
is well that the public mind be stirred up to 
increased interest in them. The attendance 
thus far upon them, this season, has not been 
wholly creditab!e to us as a city, nor sufficient- 
ly encouraging to reward the toil needſully be- 


stowed upon them. The Bulletin of last Fri. 


day contained some good suggestions concern- 
ing the choice of subjects ; that they should be 
adapted to the thoughts aud special wants of 
this people. Ia the main we subscribe to the 
suggestions. Yet we would not have it thought 
that California audiences, cannot be interested 
in the subjects which engage scholars in every 
part of the world, and in which they are seeking 
by public lectures to interest, and thereby in- 
struct and elevate the masses, those whose toil 
it is, to multiply material products and minis- 
ter to the humbler wants of mankind. The 
chief office of the lecture as we understand it 
—and as it has come to hold a place every- 
where—is to popularize science and bring its 
thrilling truths and great results home to the 
common mind. It is doing for science what 
the pulpit is to do ſor religion. The lecturer's 
stand is the rostrum of science. The newspa- 
per is enough for every day affairs, which it 
bandies, and each topic of which it wears 
threadbare befcre it lets it drop into the sew- 
er of oblivion.

Nicaragua. 
It is very difficult to obtain a reliable esti- 


mate concerning the real condition of Walker's 
forces—such conflicting accouuts are published. 
Representations are made, alternately by deser- 
ters from Walker, and by those who are 
strongly in his interest. We have no sympathy 
with the plans of Walker, although we believe 
he will ultimately succeed, and that Central 
America will finally come under the rule of the 
United States. Recent publications in this 
city concerning the distress of Walker and his 
army, we have good reasons for believing, are 
altogether exaggerated ; and that they are 
traceable to men who were disappointed, and 
have lately escaped. We have met a gentle- 
man who recently passed some time upon the 
Isthmus, and whose account is reliable. He 
has confidence in Walker's ultimate success, 
but says it is stimalated by an ambition to 
which all others must become subservient ; and 
that it can be accomplished only at a greatsac 
rifice of life to the climate, to inadequate pro- 
visions for the wounded and sick, and to the 
dangers of repeated battles. Success is destined 
doubtless ; and to it large numbers will be sub- 
servient ; and individually, the reward will be 
small—even of the few that survive. 


There is this difference between following the 


fortunes of a hero for conquest, and fighting 
the wars of one’s country and of freedom. In 
the former case, all the glory attaches to him 
who can gain influence over his followers, and 
subdue them to his own purposes. His name 
alone is known, and they are never heard of 
beyond the army in which they serve But 


when men fight for their country, or for free- 


dom, and not for mere conquest, a whole peo- 
ple, and not one people alone, search out and 
enshrine their names. Then each one is a hero, 
subserving not an ambitious conquerer, but 
the cause whose successes awaken the shouts 
of nations. This is the difference between 
Walker's battles and the battles, even of our 
soldiers in Mexico, and the difference in the 


fate and fame of his followers, compared with 


the warriors that were led by Taylor and Scott. 
Glory is not to be found by the soldier, where 


the fray rages merely, but where principles are 
represented, and where great patriotism makes 
great deeds.

The pulpit and the religious press are often 
charged with preaching politics, when probably 
the truth is that it is the conscience of the parti- 
san hearer that is preaching the offensive poli- 


tics. ‘The same old sermon, or the same kind of 


editorial paragraphs that years ago inculcated 
justice and humanity without offending any 


one, cannot now be beard or read without im- 


mediately having a partisan bearing imputed 


to it. How is this? The hearer, perhaps one 
of the best of Christians,when he joined his po- 


litical party on the merits of its abstract prin- 
ciples, has gradually been borne along by it as 


it became entangled in the advocacy of crimi- 


nal measures, till he now finds himself charged 
with some gross dereliction of social duty, on 
the ground of his connection with that party. 


Its progress from a pure theory into gross prac- 


tical unrighteousness has been imperceptible to 
bim because it was slow, and disguised and hid- 
denin “glittering and high-sounding general- 
ities.” He is sure nothing could have been 
purer than the philosophical principles that 
won him to that party. How can he believe 
that now the same pure principles of justice 
and humanity should win him from it? The 
tradition of thoze unobjectionable principles 
has woven a golden network of associations 
around the professious and watchwords of the 
party, so that he very indistinctly discerns its 
true moral position.

This, said the servant: “If the Fed- 
eralists scarcely be saved, where will the 
cursed Democrats appear?” No it was not, 
was thereply. On the contrary, it was “If the 
righteous scarcely be saved, where shall the 
ungodly and the sinner appear.” I know it,” 
was the answer, “but darn him, I knew what 


he meant.” 
What are We coming to ? 

There is perhaps serious cause of alarm for 
the city. We learn that one of the Captains 
of Police, being obliged to be on duty last 
Sabbath, put a few tracts in his pocket, and 
handed them to persons who would be glad to 
receive them. This is working with a two 
edged sword—the power of “the star,” and 
the softer light of an admonitory page—per- 
haps on temperance or inciting to religious 
thoughtfulness. What does it mean? It was 
formerly said that policemen were frequenters 
of rum-holes, and other vicious places, noteven 
excepting the gambling hells. Really the city 
is getting to be more than moral. The very 
Police Judge is President of the City Tract So- 
ciety, and an elder in a Presbyterian Church, 
and we know of at least three policemen who 
are active church members. Instead of pat- 
roniziog the drinking places, they count them 
up—one man finds over fifty on his beat—and 
contrive how they may lessen dram-drinking. 
Very unsafe men, these police officers! They 
are men of principle and men of firmness. 
There are some who would prove rather tough 
customers should rogues attempt to grapple 
with them. But may they have no occasion. 
We hope that, what with the Police Court 
through the week, putting chains on the 
more incorrigible, and the good influence and 
example of the officers in their wards, they 
may all go to church together, by and by, 
leaving the city like a quiet village to take 
care of itself. 


Socra, Procress.—Our political progress 
has been great. Our social progress has 
not kept pace. An appeal is wanting to the 
moral sentiment of the community, in order 
that society may become that beautiful thing 
which it was intended ; the delicate texture of 
courteous, refined intercourse. Between this 
and the low, vulgar iatercourse, where passion 
rules, there is every degree of variation. 
Silks and jewels, wit and beauty, gayety and 
urbanity, are not enough to form the texture, 
and lay the velvet softness upon it and tint it 
with the richest hue of all that is delightful In 
the highest society. The best charm comes 
from intelligence, wit, beauty and moral deli- 
cacy combined; and where the last is wanting 
there is only gaudiness, not soft lustre. 

Such we fear is, too much, our fashionable 
society here. Unfit characters are admitted. 
Not those indeed who are below caste in soci- 
ety, but who ought to be. And even those 
who are unsuspected—not candidates for a di- 
vorce and convenient change of social rela- 
tions—appear to have lost that delicacy which 
shows itself in the dress not less than on the 
stainless cheek. ‘This comes from evil contact, 
and results in social degradation. 


If there is anything beautiful in society un- 
tainted with that grossne:s, which borders 
close on indelicacy, let us have it here. Ma- 


ny of the most refined are driven from social 


life by reason of this very laxness of senti- 


ment. The very original idea of society 


is, that those included in it, enter on equal 
terms : furnishing each his share of the intelli- 


gence, wit and moral worth, which give value 


to the circle. The old Romans used the word 
inone form to denote equal allies, as distin- 


guished from others.

The Attachment Law. 


In one of its periodical fits of denoanciog 
some particular evil, the press of this State at 
present, is devoting its energies to che entire 
revision and modification of the Law of Attach- 
ment. While it cannot be denied that great 
wrongs can be, and have been perpetrated, by 
authority of this obnoxious piece of legislation, 
the same may be said of most of the laws for 
the collection of debts to be found in our Stat- 
ute Books. An observation of the working of 
these laws, not only in this State, but in several 
other States of the Union, has nearly con- | 


vinced us that the whole system of legal coer- 
cion in the collection of debts, is not only use- 


less, but in very many cases, is the cause of 
loss to the creditors. We have understood 
from good authority, that in the city of New- 
York, it bas been ascertained more money is 
expended in prosecuting suits for the recovery 
of debts due, thao is received in consequence of 
such prosecutions. One great objection to the 
laws upon this subject, is the impracticability 
of enacting them so effective as to prevent the 
knavisb, dishonest debtor from evading their 
force, by perjury, or some other vile meacs, 
to which such persons do not besitate to resort. 
Another objection is, the power it gives to a 
harsh, unfeeling creditor, over a poor but hon- 
est debtor, who would sooner see all his family 
starve to death before his eyes, than resort to 
the meaus by which bankrupt knaves contrive 
to live with their families in affluence, in des- 
pite of all the laws that can be passed. 

The real working effect of these enactments, 
is to harass, and in some cases, destroy, the 
honest man ho was imprudent, perhaps, while 
it serves no good purpose in preventing dishon- 
est men from evading the payment of their lia- 
bilities. The laws for the punishmest of 
fraudulentiy contracted debts, are quite another 
matter, and of course not objectionable on gen- 
eral principles; as it cannot be expected that 
their necessity will be done away with, while 
men are so dishonest, as unhappily many of 
them are, at present. Tuere are many reflect- 
ing men who have come to the conclusion, that 
the repeal of ali laws for the collection of debts 
by legul process, would be beueficial to both 
creditors and debtors. That it would tend to 
curtail the present extended system of credits, 
they do pot consider a serious objection, as 
they believe these credits are rea!ly injurious to 
the.best interests of society. ‘They are con- 
vioced that trust aud confidence would still be 
placed in men of known integrity and capacity, 
while the rich knave would fiad it difficult to 
obtain the same favors he now gets, so long as | 
the idea prevails that the law has power to 
make “regues honest,” as is often remarked by 
men when trustiog persons known to be tricky 
and uureliable. In short, honesty, sobriety, 
and good ch tracter, would be the basis of con- 
fidence in bus.ness transactions, and the man 
without these, although rolling in opulence, 
would be treated with the contempt he de- 
serves. Another good result of abolishiog 
these laws, would be the the effect it would 
have in driving into some occupation, more 
likely t) benefit society, the numereous class 
of men of the legal profession who now are en- 
gaged (in most cases,) in fruit'ess endeavors to 
coerce dishonest debtors ipto the payment of 
their liabilities ; or in others, of crushiug to the 
dust poor, bat honest men, who, without these 
laws, would be able in many cases, to worry 
through their difficulties, and eventually pay 


(as they wish to do,) every dollar they owe. 
It must be confessed that California is a pretty 


hard country for trying the experiment of col- 
lecting debts without compulsory laws. We 
do not commit ourselves to any such rec- 
ommendation. 

Yet business men are mostly aware how lit- 
tle they are indebted to the law for their col- 
lections. They who need its application can 
usually escape its meshes. In regard to the 
attachment law, it should be remembered that 
the odium attaching to a needless and uninst 
use of it, and consequent loss of business, is a 
restraint upon the creditor ; while the facili 
ties for avoiding debts, render ordinary meth- 
ods of proceedure, quite impracticable.

LATEST INTERIOR NEWS. 


Graxp Jury Rerort.—The Grand Jury of 
Tuviumne County bave inspected the County Jail, 
and report that no complaint was made by the 
prisoners there confined. The jail is a miserable 
dilapidated building, affording no guarantee for 
the safe keeping of the prisoners, and nothing but 
the greatest vigilance on the part of the officers 
in charge has prevented escapes from it. The 
jury, therefore do not hesitate to present the jail 
as a public nuisance, and urge that a new one be 
built as soon as practicable. 

In the minutes of the Supervisors several bills 
appear to be wrongfally paid; the Board have ev~ 
idently been incautious in investigating the vari- 
— accounts presented to them as an auditing 

ard. 

The jury report that the accounts rendered by 
the Road Overseers are very unsatisfactory.— 
Large amounts of money have been expended, 
mostly in payment of salary and per diems, wich- 
out effecting much in the improvement of the 
roads. The whole business is far from being 
managed for the benefit of the cornty or to the 
satisfaction of this jury.— Union Dem.

Selover, the 
Court hold that the heir may dispute the va- 
lidity of elaims allowed by the administraton 
of an estate and the Probate Judge, upon an 
applictaion to sell the estate to pay the debts 
of the decense. The decree is reversed, 80 as 
to allow the heir to contest the claim: 

In the case of Brown et al. vs. Covilland et 
„l., the deeree of the Court below, ordering the 
specific performance of a contraet, is re versed. 

In the case of the estate of Eliba Grimes vs. 
gamuel Norris, the order of the Probate Court 
revoking the will of the deceased is reversed. 
Grimes died in 1848, before the passage of the | 
statate regulating wills in our State—hence 
the willin question is governed by the laws 
existing at the time of the testator’s death. 
Those did not require the Probate of the will, 
and none is necessary. The judgment of the 
Coart below is a nullity. 

In the ease of Beard ve. Hopkins, the decree 
is reversed, and a new trial ſis ordered. The 
Court held that fraud is a legitmate defense at 
all times, and in all proceedings, notwithstand - 
ing the matter inquired into be a sealed instru 
ment. 

In the case of Clark ve. James H. Ray, tne 
Court overrule all the objections to the dis- 
eharge of the petitioner under the insolve t 
law’ and affirm the judgment of the Court be- 
low, The insolvent law of this State is not 
obnvuxious to any povisions of the Constitution. 

In the ease of Laforge vs. Magee, the Court 
hold that an act of Assembly cannot have a 
retro-active effect, so as to destroy the obliga- 
tion of a County Treasurer to redeem warants 
for the payment of which there had been an 
appropriation whilst the money was in the 
Treasury. The plaintiffs judgment is affirm- 
ed. lu Gillman vs. the County of Coatra 
Costa, the Court hold that the act relative to 
the manver of bringing suits against counties 
applies to the claims in existence before the 
passage ofthe act as well as those afterwards 
accruing. Judgment affirmed. ...In the-case 
of Meyer vs. Kalkmann and Wm. 8. White, 
Sheriff. the Court hold that the Superior Court 
of San Francisco is merely a Municipal Court, 
and that its jurisdiction mustbe confined to 
the municipal territory for which it was ere- 
ated.

of importance. In it the Court affirm the action 
of the court below wherein it was decided 
that the Sheriff of Mariposa county properly 
seized what is known as the “Fremont Maripo. 
sa Grant,” for delinquent taxes, Palmer, Cook 
& Co. had sued out an injunction to restrain 
the sale, the Court decided against them, and 
they appealed, alleging two errors. Both ob- 
jections are overruled by the Supreme Court, 
and the tax-sale will of course proceed, unless 
the taxes be paid. 

In the case dt Nathaniel Holland vs. the city, 
the judgment of the Twelfth District Court is 
reversed This has reference to the famous Slip 
Property,” and the suit was brought by one of 
the purchasers at the sale of it, to recover back 
the purchase money after the property had 
fallen to a mere nominal value, upon the 
ground that the original sale was void, and 
though void had by ordinace been ratified and 
endorsed by the city. Itis not denied that 
the original proceeding by which the sale was 
ordered was in fact no ordinance at all,aud en- 
tirely void, but the Court hold that the ordi- 
nance relied upon as a ratification of the sale, 
was no ratification, As to the purchase money 
the only parties to whom the city coald be lia- 
ble are those who mada her treasury the bai- 
lee of her funds—in other words, the Land 
Committee, by whom the sale was made and 
the money paid into the treasurey under the 
informal o:dinance, The Court hold the city 
not liable- 

The next case is that of Lucas, Turner & Co. 
vs, the city of San Francisco, which judgment 
is affirmed. This suit was brought to test the 
liability of the city for what is known asa 
portion of the “rejected scrip” issued ,for re- 
pair of streets, and by this affirmation the en- 
tire issue for that purpose is declared illegal. 
The scrip was rejected by the Fand Commis. 
sioners, because it was not issued upon ordi- 
nances duly ed, but upon contracts enter- 
ed into by the Street Commissioner, aud aſ- 
firmed by the Joint Committie on Claims of 
the Common Council. The Court hold that 
the-Street Commissioner was not the agent of 
the city, to bind her by contracts,and that the 
Joint Committie exceeded their powers. There 
was never any ratification of the contract by 
ordinance—the only mode by which the city 
could have been made responsible. 

In the case of Lloyd Tevis ve. A. G. Raudell, 
suit was brought upon a notarial bond, because 
the Notary Public had failed to give notice of 
protest on a promissary note. Defendant urg~ 
ed that this was not part of his notarial duty. 
The Court held that it was. The Court also 
rules that a bond payable to the “People of the 
State of California,” is good. although the act 
makes it payable to the “State of California.” 
Other objections of the same character ere 
overruled, aud the judgement is affirmed.

When 


the steamer left San Juan it was un- 
derstood that Gen. Walker's army were at 
Rivas, and that place was being fortified — 
Garrisons were heing established and fortified 
at San Juan Del Sar, end Virgin Bay. 

On Nov. 21st, Walker razed Granada to the 
ground, for the purpose of preventing the ene- 
my from occupying it. The town was consid - 
ered unhealthy, and not suitable for the army. 

Walker's army consisted of 2000 men, well 
supplied with armsand ammunition. He now 
considers the soil free from invasion, and more- 
over, that he is capable of punishing any inva- 
ding forces. 

Singular manner of defending a country— 
destroying its capital. 

A terrific naval engagement is detailed be- 
tween the old brig Dover, of San Francisco, 
(pressed into the Costa Rican service as a man- 
of war, with a crew of 113 of such sailors prob- 
bly, that the more they were in number, the 
worse for their commander) and a schooner 
under the flag of the Fillibuster Walker, man- 
ned by 23 valiant heroes, probably from San 
Francisco. 

A private letter from Lieut. C. J. Fapoux 
to Gen. Walker, says : 


GeneraL Waker: Sir—At4 o'clock yes- 
terday evening I left the port of San Juan to 
meet a sail that was in sight, standing down 
the coust. At 5 o'clock we were within 400 

ards of her. She having Costa Rica colors 

ying, commenced a fire on us with round shot, 
grape and musketry. We fought her at from 
one hundred to four hundred yards. At 8 
o’clock blew her up; at 9 she sank, and at 10 
I had on board the Captain, with forty of bis 
men, a great many of whom were badly burn- 
ed. The rest perished. 

The Captain states that he was running off, 
and intended to surrender, when she blew up. 


My men and officers behaved well. One 
killed, and one seriously wounded—seven 
slightly. The vessel was not injured. 


On the 6th, Gen. Walker went up to Rivas 
with a portion of the new recruits and his main 
army, in all consisting of 450 men, for the pur- 
pose of attacking the enemy posted at that 
place, to the number of 600 strong. On the 
next night be was attacked at St. George, on 
the Lake Shore, and repulsed the enemy with 
no loss to his own forces. 


Destructive Fires. 


Fire IN Jacxsonvitte, Fa.—The mails 
from Florida report a destructive fire which 
occurred at Jacksonville on Nov. 20th. A 
large amount of property was consumed, but 
the total loss is not yet definitely known. 


Fires 1n New York.—Disastrous fires have 
occurred in New York :— The piano forte 
manufactory of A. E. Brooks, twenty second 
street—loss $10,000. Several shipping-houses 
on Coenties Slip—loss $16,000. The prem- 
ises in the rear of O'Sullivan & Fay, Pearl 
street—loss $40,000. A son of Mr. P. Hays 
is supposed to have lost his life in the last men- 
tioued fire. 


Fink Ix Sr. Lovis.—The block on the city 
levee, known as the City Buildings, and con- 
sisting of thirteen stores, occupied by some of 
the heaviest firms in the city, was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss was estimated at 
$400,000. The insusance had not been ascer- 
tained. The block sold a year ago for 
$183,000. 


Fires Ix Canapa —There have been several 
incendiary fires at Hamilton and much excite- 
ment prevails in consequence. A number of 
arrests have been made, and the police are on 


the look-out for others, who are supposed 


guilty. 

Fire at OLtptown, Matine.—The extensive 
saw mills in Oldtown, owned by Rufus D. Wi- 
nel, of Bangor, were destroyed by fire on Wed- 
nesday morning. The loss is estimated at 
830,000. 


Interior News. 


SappEN Deatu.—The Butte Record gives an 
account of the sudden death of Joseph Armstrong, 
known as James Dockerel, at Dry Creek, on Tues» 
day last. He came from Montreal, Canada, to 
this country in 1846 or’47 and established a news- 
paper,and worked as a compositor until 1852, 
when he became dissipated, and reverses in fors 
tune following, he came to the mines, and has 
followed mining in different localities up to the 
time of his death. Last night he complained of a 
pain in his breast and a difficulty in breathing. 
About two o’clock in the morning he called to 
Schuyler and told him he felt very ill, and wished 
him toraise him up, which he did, and then went 
to a neighboring cabin to get a candle, and when 
he returned he found Armstrong dead. The Rec- 
ord adds: We learn from our pressman that 
Dockerel was one of the original proprietors of 
the Californian; he, together with another printer 
named Hoppy, having established that pioneer 
journal early in 1818. He was said to be a man 
of more than ordinary intelligence, and a very 
excellent compositor. We believe that Hoppy is 
also dead. Thus have both the pioneers of the 
press in California gone to their long homes.” 


A Rica CLAIux.— The claim situated near Todd’s 
Valley, and known as the Dardanelles, has been 
pierced by tunnels nine hundred feetin one di- 
rection, and at right angles with that by one 
crossing in the centre of the pay dirt two hun 
dred feet. It is found exceedingly rich the entire 
width for seven hundred feet of the length. As 
a proof of the fact, two men last week by two 
days’ washing took out fi/ty ounces of gold. The 
pay dirt is said to be from six to ten feet deep,

We have fall files of the Commercial Adver- 
tiser and Polynesian, for which we are indebt- 
ed to Messrs. Sweeny & Baugh, of the Mer- 
chant’s Exchange. We extract the following 
as the most interesting items: 

The American whale ship Nautilus, Capt. 
Lace, was lost on the 24th of November, at 
the entrarice of Honolulu harbor. She was 
bound out in tow of a steam tug. It had 
been blowing from the N. E., but the wind 
came out suddenly from the South and blew a 
squall, causing a heavy cross sea. She had on 
board 2,300 bbls. oil, 10,000 Ibs. bone, and 
was bound home. The vessel was valued at 
$25'000 and her cargo valued at $65,000. 


The Pampero cleared Dec. 5th, for New 
York, with a cargo valued at $157,936. 


The Commercial Advertiser, gives the fol-
